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2. On 1 September the construction of two 1, 200-ton landing craft was 
completed at Foochow . The work was done under the supervision of 
Soviet naval technicians . On 7 September both vessels were turned 
over to Chinese Communist marines of the Southeast China Naval Command 
in the Fooohow area. 


3. Since 10 September the emplacement of anti-airoraft guns and 

searchlightshas been in progress at Nant°ai, &awei (119-26, 25-59), 
Yuhuan. and T* angoh 4 * * * * 9 ien (119-18, 26-02), all in the 

Fooohow area. 


4. In early September, in cooperation with the Fooohow Seaman's 

Association and the Fooohow Shipping Administration, Chinese 

Communist military authorities at Fooohow completed the registration 

of all vessels in the Fooohow area. Ko vessels were permitted to 

leave Foochow without permission from the military authorities in 

that area.
